No. 74—With the approval of the Secrétary of ‘State for India, the Governor 
General in Council is pleased to notify the following changes in the organization of 
the Indian Medical Service.

5. The year opened with a balance 168 lakhs lower than in the previous year but 
ended with an increase of 153 lakhs. The revenue from Salt fell below that of last year 
by about 150 lakhs in consequence of reduction of duty, Council Bill payments in aid of 
the Home Treasury partly for ordinary requirements ‘and partly for purchase of silver 
were about 680 lakhs more than in 1904-05, there was an increase of about 200 lakhs in 
Civil expenditure, of which about 140 lakhs occurred under Civil Departments, and the 
net receipts from the Public Works Department were less than those in the previous year 
by about 150 lakhs in consequence of heavier withdrawals for expenditure. The total 
deterioration from these sources amounted to about 11,80 lakhs. On the other hand, the 
rupee loan of the year was acrore more the credits from silver exceeded those of last 
year by about 6,11 lakhs, there was no remittance of gold to England for purchase of 
Silver as in last year (675 lakhs) anda transfer of 157 lakhs was made from Currency 
Department against opposite payment in England,

6, The comparatively low balance, as compared with last year, in the beginning of 
November caused considerable anxiety in regard to the payment of Council Bills. The 
demand for telegraphic transfers assumed large proportions from October, and the November 
and December allotments amounted to 487 and 464 lakhs, respectively, of which g2 and 
240 lakhs respectively represented telegraphic transfers, Advantage was taken of these 
heavy demands to remit to England part of the profits on coinage standing at the credit 
of the Gold Reserve Fund and steps were taken to reduce District Treasuries to as low 
balances as were consistent with safety, but even then it was found necessary in 
December to ask the Secretary of State to transfer 75 lakhs from his Treasury to the 
Currency Chest in England to enable a corresponding transfer to be made from Currency 
to Treasury in India, The payment of bills and transfers combined rose in January to 
the unprecedentedly high figure of 711 lakhs, while in February it was as high as 648 
lakhs. Revenuescollections had by this time begun to come in, but the pressure on 
the Treasury balances was found to be too great to meet without extraneous aid, Arrange- 
Rspreaccecetdinaly made with the Secretary of State to treat the silver purchased by 
him from his Treasury balances as part of the Currency Reserve as soon as it was shipped 
for coinage, the invoice value being immediately realised from Currency and credited in 
the Treasury in India. The expedient of remitting by means of drawings the profits on 
coinage was continued, and further help was procured from the Secretary of State in 
February: to the extent of 82 lakhs by transfer through currency. The total remittances

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15. It will be seen from the above table that in the Treasury transactions Bombay wa 

better off by 842 lakhs and India by 48 lakhs than in the preceding years, and that 

all the other Provinces were worse off_in.the aggregate by 572 lakhs. The betterness. 

of 842 lakhs in Bombay was produced mainly by increased receipts of 77 lakhs — 

from silver purchased for coinage without any actual remittance of gold in payment 

of its price, which in the preceding yea# amounted to 675 lakhs. Other important yaria- 

tions were increased coinage profits (154 lakhs), and larger receipts from the rupee loan 

of the year (235 lakhs), the whole of that loan having been practically taken up by 

Bombay, counterbalanced by larger Council Bill payments (2§9 lakhs), and heavier 

Public Works issues (139 lakhs). In India the receipts from silver for coinage were 

greater by 334 lakhs and there was also an increase in the profit accruing therefrom, of 

128 lakhs. The Reserve Treasury balance at Calcutta was further strengthened by 157 

Inkhs by transfer from Currency against opposite payment in England. Qn the other 

hand, larger payments ‘of Secretary of State's Bills produced a worseness of 23§ lakhs, 

the receipt from the rupee loan of the year fell off by 92 lakhs, and the payment to the 

Gold Reserve Fund was more by 260 lakhs, The worseness in the United Provinces 

was due principally to smaller Land Revenue collections owing to damage by frosty and 

to increased Civil expenditure, while that in the Panjab was due to these causes as well 

as to larger Military issues on account of the Rawalpindi-Manctuyres, Heavier Council 

Bill payments account principally for the falling-off in Madras, The special feature in 

Bengal was smaller receipt of Opium and Salt Revenue. Larger Public Works. issues 

caused mainly the deficit in Burma. ‘ .

United Provinces had to be supplied with 80 lakhs in April for opium demands and’ with 
40 lakhs in November to meet the coin demands in connection with the autumn crop. 
Further remittances aggregating 140 lakhs were sent to these provinces in March in 
anticipation of the requirements in the next two months. Owing to slackness of the 
wheat trade, the demand for coin in the Punjab was less than that in the previous ir, 
The remittances to this Province during the wheat season amounted to 231 lakhs, and 40 
lakhs were supplied in December for demand in connection with spring harvests. . There 
was a very heavy demand for coin in Calcutta during the jute.season, and to meet this, 
remittances aggregating over 8 crores were brought down from Allahabad, Lahore, 


Bombay, Madras, Rangoon and the Central Provinces in the four months from August 


to November. To replenish the coin balance in Bombay, 90 lakhs were sent back from. 


Calcutta in December and January and 20 lakhs were remitted from Madras in February. 
Karachi had to be supplied with 116 lakhs from time to time to finance the export trade 
from that port. Madras was supplied with 25 lakhs from Calcutta in December and with

22. The following points in the Resource operations of each Province may be special- 
ly noticed. 

23. In Jndéa, the net amount transferred from the Reserve Treasury to the Bank of 
Bengal was 715 lakhs more than in the previous year, the increased help being required 
chiefly to meet larger Council Bill payments especially during the latter half on the year. 
The surplus accumulations at Ajmer and Sambhar amounted to 182 lakhs, of which 190 were 
withdrawn to Calcutta through the Currency Department, 9 lakhs in specie were supplied 
to Indore and 3 lakhs were seat to other Provinces, The Sambhar surplus consisted, as 
usual, almost entirely of currency notes, and 10 lakhs of specie had to be~supplied to the 
Treasury from Ajmer and 5 lakhs from Bombay. The requirements of the Indore Treasury 
necessitated a remittance of 12 lakhs in specie and 22 lakhs in notes, 62 lakhs were 
transferred in aid of the treasury balances from the Currency Chests at Quetta and its sube 
treasuries against opposite payments at Calcutta, and to admit of this transfer, the chests 
themselves were replenished 57 lakhs in notes and coin from Karachi and to lakhs in 
specie from Ajmer. The Political treasury at Hyderabad required help to the extent of 
26 lakhs, of which 6 was given through the agency of the Bank of Bengal and 20 remitted 
in coin and notes from Bombay and other places. 


24. In the Central Provinces and Berar, the district surplus withdrawn to central 
treasuries amounted to 92 lakhs. Of this, 58 lakhs represented the surpius of the outlying 
Berar treasuries withdrawn to Akola and Amraoti for transfer to Bombay through the 
agency of the Bank of Bombay. 


25. In Burma the amount of treasury surplus withdrawn to Rangoon increased by 15 
lakhs, but this increase was more than counterbalanced ts an increase of 21 lakhs in the 
supplies sent from Rangoon to District Treasuries, The sale of Supply Bills by the 
Mandalay Treasury on Rangoon dropped from 42 lakhs in 1904-05 to 29 lakhs in the year 

plea ag This reduction was not expected as the preahe charged on these Bills had 
been reduced last year from 3 to 2} annas percent. The net remittance in whole rupees 
from the several Ra resioe Chests to the Rangoon Currency Office was 7 lakhs against 18 
in 1904-05, andthe withdrawals by means of telegraphic transfers on the Bassein and 
‘Henzada Curreacy Chests were about the same as in the previous year. 4 
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tupees during the year from muffasil Currency Chests to Dacca which were made over to 
the Bank of Bengal against opposite payments at Calcutta. The Dacca Branch of the 
Bank of Bengal was also authorised to issue Post Bills payable at Dacca, 


a7. In Bengal, the remittances to the opium-paying treasuries amounted to gt lakhs, 
the same as inthe previous year. Remittances to the deficit treasuries of Darjeeling and 
Manbhum were less than those of the previous year by 3g lakhs in consequence of smaller 
expenditure in connection with the Sikkim Tibet Mision and of a diminution in the 
demands of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway respectively, ‘The transfer of the jute districts. 
to the new Province with effect from 16th October 1905 also necessitated smaller supplies: 
to trade centres. 


28. In the United Provinces, there was an increase of 96 lakhsin the local remittances 
made through the Currency Department. This increase was due to a freer use of currency 
chests having been made for the concentration of treasury surpluses and the supply of heip. 
to deficit treasuries. The movement of silver, currency and treasury combined was 


26. In East Bengal and Assam there was a remittance of 19 lakhs of surplus whole _

greater than that of last year in consequence of larger remittances sent to Calcutta and to - 


a falling off in revenue. ‘The remittances of sovereigns increased by 7 lakhs, owing to a 
farther growth in the public demand, 


29. In the Punjad, the movement of funds within the Province increased by 149 lakhs, of 
which 108 lakhs occurred under remittances made through the Currency Department. The 
remittances made in coin showed an increase of 36 lakhs, chiefly in consequence of large 
sums of money having been remitted to the Kangra District to meet the expenditure im 
connectien with earthquake reliefs. There was also an increase of 21 lakhs in remittances 
by means of Remittance Transfer Receipts, but this was toa certain extent counterbalanc- 
ed by a decrease of 13 lakhs in note remittances. 


30. In Madras, the portion of the district surplus withdrawn to Madras was more: 
than that of the previous year by 28 lakhs, while the net amount remitted to other Provinces 
from the district treasuries also rose by 3 lakhs. There was an increase of 27 lakhs in the: 
amount of surplus funds taken over by the Bank of Madras for its Branches. Besides this, 
the Indo-China Bank at Pondicherry was supplied with whole rupees to the extent of 
52 lakhs from the South Arcot Treasury, The amount of Supply Bills sold at Madras ow 
muffasil treasuries fell by 7 lakhs, 


1. In Bombay, the amount remitted from the Reserve Treasury to the Presidenc 
Bank was 1,33 lakhs more than in the previous year, owing to an increase in Council Bill 
payments, The supplies from Bombay to district treasuries also increased by 1,24 lakhs, 
This excess was due to larger transfers to Sind and other traasuries to meet heavy pay- 
ments of Local. and Foreign Supply Bills and also payments on account of famine relief 
works in the Deccan treasuries. On the other hand, there was a decrease of 1,27 lakhs 
in the amount of the district surplus withdrawn to head quarters. The Bank of Bombay 
took over 61 lakhs of district funds by equivalent payment at Bombay against 1,04 lakhs 
sotakenin the preceding year. There was not much variation from last year in the 
transactions in local Supply Bills. 


Small Silver and Copper. 


32. Statement D annexed to this report shows the absorption of these coins in the 
different Provinces during the twelve months under review and in the two preceding years. 
Taking India as a whole, there was an increase of about 4 lakhs in the absorption of small 
silver coin as compared with 1604-05, The absorption of copper coin also increased by 
about 7 lakhs. In /ndia, there were increases of about 4 lakhs and 2 lakhs respectively in 
the value of quarter and eighth rupees passed into circulation ; there was also an increase of 
a lakhs in the issue of single pice. In the Central Provinces, there was an increase of about 
2 lakhs in the absorption of copper due to larger demands in Amraoti, Nagpur, Raipur 
and Yeotmal by malguzars and other agricultural classes. There is usually a large con- 
sumption in the Yeotmal district, which is apparently due to exports into the adjoining 
Native States. In Burma, there was a small increase in the absorption of eighth rupees, 
In Eastern Bengal and Assam and Bengal taken tcgether, there was a general increase 
in the absorption of small silver and copper, As usual, the greatest consumption took 
place in the tea districts of Darjeeling and Jalpaiguri and the jute districts of Eastern 
Bengal. The Dhubri depét also issued a large amount of small coin for expenditure in 
connection with the construction of the Dhubri-Gaubati Extension of the Eastern Bene 
gal State Railway. In the Umsted Provinces, there was a return from circulation of 
about 2 lakhs cach of quarter and cighth rupees, but the absorption of single pice 
increased by a lakh in consequence mainly of the prevalence of famine in several districts 
and the occurrence of a very large Kumbh mela at Allahabad, Inthe Puajas, the demand 
for small silver fell off by about 3 lakhs owing apparently to the failure ofthe cotton 
crop. In Madras, there was a small increase in the amount of silver passed into circulation. 
In 4ombay, there was no material variation in the absorption of small silver and copper 
from last year, except to some extent in the issue of single pice, i

1, (1) Notwithstanding anything in the Reserve Forces Acts, a man belonging to the. 
. Army Reserve may, if so authorised by or under

Majesty's dominions outside the United Kingdom, and men may be enlisted into the my

subject to such adaptations as may be made under this section, apply to. such men whilst 
so residing, and to such enlistment.

48, No account may be allowed for money— 
(1) which is the property of Government, or 
(2) which has been received for credit of Government, or 
(8) which has been drawn from the treasury for expenditure on account 
of Government, or 
(4) which is raised by taxation, either local or municipal, or 
(5) whichis collected or received or held in trust by any public officer 


or court in accordance with any law, provided that the money is 
the property of Government. 





Note 1.—Nothing in this rulo prevents the opening of a public account 
for money which is not the property of Government by the 
Managers of funds held in trust for the relief of the poor, for 
the provision of education or medical relief, or for the advance- 
ment of any other object of general public utility, irrespective 
of whether such Managers are public officers or not. 

Note 2.—Nothing in this rule’ prevents the opening of an account for a 
judicial deposit in accordance with a special order passed by a 
court of law ina particular case—directing the investment of the 
money in the Post Office Savings Bank. Such an account, when 
admitted, is subject in every respect to the rules and limitations 
which govern ordinary private accounts.

A Despatch has been received from His Majesty's Ambassador at Tokio enclosing an, 
official translation of the\Regulations and Supplementary Rules for the control of residents 
i Kwantung, issued by the Government of Kwantung. 


The translation is as follows :— 
REGULATIONS. 


Art. 1.—The term “Residents” in the present Regulations signifies persons who visit 
or reside in Kwantung, ; 

Art. 2.—Any person who establishes his residence in Kwantung shall report the fact, 
within five days, to the Civil Administration Uffice or its Branch office concerned, stating 
his name, domicile (or nationality in the case of a foreigner), status, calling, age, and whether 
he is the head or a member, inmate or employé of a family, as well as the locality of his 
residence. A similar notice shall be given when any person has changed his residence, 

The aforesaid notice shall be made in the,case of a member or inmate of a family or 
houschold and in the case of an employé by his employer. 

ArT. 3.—Foreigners (excepting Chinese) shall be permitted until further notice to 
reside and lease or own real property only within the town limits of Tairen and Port 
Arthur. 

Art. 4.—When a birth or death or change in residence, or other matters relating 
to family register or in matters whereof notice is required to be made occurs in the family 
or household of a resident, notice shall be given within five days to the Civil Administra- 
‘tion Office or its Branch Office concerned, by the head or a member of such family or 
household. 





ART, 5.—If any resident is deemed likely to injure public tranquillity or morals, the 
Chief of the Civil Administration Office concerned may prohibit his residence within the 
jurisdiction limits of the Government of Kwantung for a period of more than one year 
and not exceeding three years. ; 

Art. 6—Any person who has been prohibited his residence in Kwantung shall leave 
within five days, the jurisdiction limits of the Government of Kwantung. If, however, 
proper reason is found to exist for his inability to leave within the prescribed period, the 

ef of the Administration Office concerned may grant him temporary suspension of the 
prohibition, receiving or not receiving from him a reasonable moncy security. 

Art, 7—If any person to whom temporary suspension has been granted asin the 
preceding Article again behaves, within the prescribed period, in such a manner as io fall 
under Art. §, the suspension granted shall be cancelled ‘and the security confiscated. 

_. ART. 8.—If any person who has been prohibited his residence in Kwantung, is found 
to have remarkably ameliorated his conduct, the Chief of the Civil Administration Office 
concerned may at any time cancel his prohibition. ; 

ART. oat any person who has been prohibited his residence in Kwantung has any 
gbjection to the prohibition, he may, within three days from the day on which he was so 
prohibited, apply to the Governor-General through the Chief of the Civil Adminigtration 
\ Office concerned for a countermand of the prohibition. i 
Even,in such case the execution of the order of prohibition shall not be suspended,

No. 9557—4.—The following Order in Council dated the 22nd October 1906 is 
published for general information — ; 


AT THE COURT AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE. 
The 22nd day of October, 1906. 


PRESENT: 
THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


PRIME MINISTER * LORD CHAMBERLAIN 
LORD PRESIDENT | LORD SUFFIELD, 

LORD PRIVY SEAL 
Whereas by “The Merchant Shipping Act, 1894,” it is (amongst other things) enacted 
that where the Legislature of any British Bossession provides for the examination of and 
ant of Certificates of Competency to persons intending to act as Masters, Mates or 
Engineers on board British ships, and the Board of Trade report to His Majesty that they 
are satisfied that the examinations are so conducted as to be caually efficient with the 
examinations for the same purpose in the United Kingdom under the Merchant Shipping 
*Act, 1894, and that the Certificates are granted on such Principles as to show the like 
alifications and competency as those granted under the said Act and are liable to be 
forfeited for the like reasons and ig the like manner, His Majesty may, by Order in 

Council— 


1, Declare that the said Certificates shall be of the same force as if they had been 
granted under the said Act ; 


2, Declare that all or any of the provisions of the said Act which relate to Certificates 
of Competency granted under that Act shall apply to the Certificates referred 
to in the said Order ; 


3. Impose such conditions and make such regulations with respect to the said 
Certificates and to the use, issue, delivery, cancellation and suspension 
thereof as His Majesty may think fit, and impose penalties not exceeding 
fifty pounds for the breach of those conditions and regulations : 

And that upon the publication in the London Gaserte of any such Order in Council 
as last aforesaid the Order shall, as from the date of the publication or any later date men« 
tioned in the Order, take effect as if it were enacted by Parliament: 


And whereas at the coming into operation of the said Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
there were in force the Orders in Council of the 9th day of May 1891 and the 2grd day of 
November 1893 hereinafter mentioned, being orders in Council made under enactments 
repealed by the said Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, and it was provided by the said Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, that Orders im Council so'made shoull! remain force as if neon 
granted under the said Merchant Shipping Act, 1894: 


And whereas by the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, it is further provided that His 
Majesty may, by Order in Council, revoke, akerror add to any Order in Council made under 
the Merchant Shipping Acts: 

And whereas by the said Order in Council of the goth day of May 1891, it was declared 
inter alia that Colonial Certificates of Competenc: granted by certain Authorities therein 
named and described-in the case of the several British Possessions therein mentioned to 
persans intending to act as therein mentioned on board British ships should be of the same 

‘orce as if they had been granted under the Acts relating to merchant shipping : 

And whereas by the said Order last mentioned the regulations set out in the Schedule 
A. thereto with respect to the said Colonial Certificates of Competency were imposed and 
made and it was declared that the regulations set out in the said Schedule A. thereto should 
apply to all Colonial Certificates of Competency that might theretofore have been or should 

ereafter be granted: 


And whereas by the said Order in Council of the 23rd day of November 1893, it was 
declared that Colonial Certificates of Competency granted by the Marine Board of Victoria 
from and after the 21st day of December 1888 as Rerein mentioned should be of the same 
force as if they had been granted under the Acts relating to merchant shipping and should be 
subject tothe same conditions and regulations as are set out in Schedule A. to the said 

rderfa Council of the gth day of May 1891: 

And whereas by the provisions of the Navigation (Amendment) Act, i899, passed by 
the Legislature of New South Wales and by the provisions of the Shipping and Seamen 
Act, 1903, passed by the Legislature of New Zealand certain changes were made in the

‘Authorities authorised by the said Legislatures respectively to grant Colonial Certificates 
of Cémpetoey in thoee Boatcciois respectively wall obies ghiniler changes may be made 
by the Legislature of the British Possespions referred to in the sald Orders in Counall with 
regard to the Authorities authorised to grant such Certificates in such several Possessions : 


And whereas it has been made to appear to His Majesty that it is expedient that. the 
said Orders in Council should be so altered as to apely to Certificates of Competéficy’ 
nted by the proper Authority for the time being in the British Possessions mentioned 
in the. said Orders in Council : ‘ 
Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of His Privy 
Council, is hereby pleased :— 
To declare that the Colonial Certificates of Competency granted or to be hereafter 
ranted by the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Administrator, Head of the 
Government, Minister, Board, Body or Corporation of or in any British Posses- 
sion mentioned in tht said Orders in Council for the'tinte being authorised 
by the Legislature or Legislative Authority of such Possession to grant 
Colonial Certificates of Competency (hereinafter called “the proper authority”) 
from and after the respective dates in the case of the several Possessions 
with reference to the several kinds of Certificate in the said Orders in Council 
mentioned shall be of the same force as if they had been granted under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, and shall be subject to the same conditions 
and regulations as are set out in Schedule A, to the said Order in Council 
ofthe gth day of May 1891 and the said Orders in Council shall be read 
and construed as if the proper authority had been originally mentioned 























therein in the case of each such Possession in lieu of the Authority in each 


case actually named and described therein.
